water from artesian w ells to all parts 
of the city, and are yearly extending 
their beneficent advantages. 
Closely connected with our water 
supply is our protection from fire. 
To 
both we justly “ point with pride.” 
No city anywhere is so well and so 
cheaply protected 
from disaster by 
fire as Janesville. 
From every neces­ 
sary point upon its miles of water 
mains several strong streams can be 
thrown upon any fire that may occur, 
and in an experience of four years 
but one fire has been able to resist 
them. 
The fire department is admira­ 
bly organized and trained; and its 
presence at a fire is only a question of 
minutes. 
Property 
owners 
sleep 
securely under its guardianship, full 
realizing that it is master of tile situ­ 
ation. 
Insurance rates are made in 
accordance with that fact-

The oscfepowitz has escaped that pre­ 
mature death which seems so mystery 
ously to overtake the oldest sons of 
sovereigns. The firstborn of Emperor 
francis Joseph of Austria; of King 
Leopold of Belgium; of the late King 
William of Holland* ©f Napoleon III., 
of Napoleon I., of King Louis PhHippo 
of France, and of Czar Alexander II.-— 
have each of them passed away before 
their time.

Budget, that some few years ago 
another wealthy financier projected a 
great exodus. This was Mr. Cazalet, 
who, unlike Baron Kirsch, proposed to 
take his countrymen back to the Holy 
Land.

“I should 
ask,” he said, “for the appointment of 
ambassador in London.” 
Baron Kirsch, the Moses of the new 
exodus, though an Austrian by birth, is 
best known In Franoe. Spending the 
winter in the beautiful house he built 
for himself near the Parc Monceau, the 
baron used to give receptions which 
were much frequented by the imperial 
and Hebrew nobility. 
Since their only 
son's death BaroiuFiIrsch and his wife 
lived mostly wheir in France at Beaure­ 
gard, a beautiful place near Versailles. 
But the baron's principal “seat” Is in 
Moravia, 
where 
he entertains the 
prince of Wales with such profuse hos­ 
pitality. Similarly in this country the 
baron rents huge shootings—the surest 
means, as has been well said, for a rich 
man to make his way into English 4 'so­ 
ciety.” In Paris, as is well known, the 
baron’s attem pts to buy himself in have 
not been equally successful. 
Baron Hlrsch's fortune is vortcmsly 
estimated from £20,000,000 to £80,000,- 
000. His father wan a Bavarian banker. 
The foundation of his fortune waa a 
railway contract with the Turkish gov­ 
ernment. It has since been enlarged 
by other railway maneuvers In eastern 
Europe and by speculations on the Paris 
Bourse. 
Ills son used to be a well­ 
known figure at Newmarket, and the 
baron himself baa of late years gone on 
the turf. 


A Medical Journal’* Comment* oi the 
Case — Accolent* of This Nature Are 
No Rare—Position of the Death' 
Dealing Cork. 


Rev. George W. Bothwell, of Brook­ 
lyn, N. Y., died early in May from the 
effects of having accidentally Inhaled a 
cork. The case became quickly cole- 
lirated, not, says tile Health Monthly, 
because such accidents arc rarities, but 
because of the prominent position of tho 
clergyman, and the effort* made by st r- 
geons to save him. 
About to pour med­ 
icine from a bottle he held the oork be­ 
tween his teeth, and being at the same 
time made to laugh by tho antics of his 
child he took a quick, deep breath, and 
the cork went with the draught of I lr 
into the breathing tubes, anti soon 
lodged as closely as in a bottlo in one of 
the bronchial tut>o« leading to tho mid­ 
dle portion of the left lung. Several a t­ 
tempts were made by competent sur­ 
geons to dislodge the oork, and a special 
corkscrew instrument was devised for 
the purpose, but tile oork was too firm­ 
ly imbedded in th© bronchial mucous 
membrane, and post-mortem showed 
that this membrane had Viecorao swollen 
all about the oork, so that its removal 
would have been 
impossible except 
very soon after its entranoo. 
If the 
lust attem pt had been the first, and no 
tilde lost in making H, it is barely pos­ 
sible that surgery might havo relieved, 
for the oork showed signs of having 
been entered by the corkscrew and bits 
hod been broken out by it. 
Its position 
had been accurately located. Not being 
removed, the oork caused local inflam­ 
mation, formation of pus, blood-poison­ 
ing, heart failure and death after about 
fifteen days of patient and courageous 
suffering.

oould excite. It was a case in which 
the oho ice of either policy would be 
likely to make the surgeon wish he had 
done the other thing instead. 
The case has interested physicians 
and the general public, and the victim 
of this unfortunate accident seems to 
have been needlessly killed in the midst 
of a Hfe of health and activity.

rienoe affords but one lesson—that 
the wisdom of not making 
the 
nxrtfth a handy receptacle for articles 
which if Inhaled may as surely kill as a 
bullet shot into the flings; but snob 
fatal accidents are so uncommon and 
the mouth is so generally mack) useful 
in this wav that It is doubtful if the 
sad fate of Mr. B. will bo of any use as 
a warning—for more than a wook and 
a day, at all event#. 
When articles are 
Inhaled which do net fit tho lung tubes 
so well as a oork, as oollar buttons or 
tacks, surgeons are often able by ex­ 
pert operations to get them out, but 
such operations are painful and tedious 
to bota patient and surgeon, and one of 
the best tilings you ooh do with a but­ 
ton, a pin or a oork, is not to put it In 
your mouth.

If s the d isr e g a r d of t h is rule th at ac­ 
counts for the accidents at sham fights. 
How blank cartridges get mixed up 
w ith loaded ones is a m ystery, but they 
do, sometimes.

take, or perhaps one or tw o of the men 
happen to have loaded shells in their 
pockets and put them in by m istake in 
the excitem ent which even a sham fight 
alw ays causes. 
Then when the oppos­

tfiere is a trem endous racket in the air 
and guns are going off a t close range 
and with deadly aim, some one is apt to 
get hurt. 
This happens even w ith the 
blank cartridges sometimes, the mere 
blaze and shock of tho report m aking 
ugly burns at close quarters.

It tho invariable rule to fire In the ail 
would obviate any possibility of occi­ 
dent.

A nything but a barbed wire fence I 
would clim b over carefully, holding tho 
gun in my hand and alw ays aimed aw ay 
from any human being, preferably a t 
the ground.”

Scientists say the chem ists will dom­ 
inate coming inventive a. 
All our fuel 
w ill presently be furnished in tho form 
of gas. 
T he greatest m onstrosity in chemical 
nom enclature thus far 
produced is 
doubtless 
quinolineparam ethenylben- 
zenzylazoxrimeparacarboxylic acid. 
A process has recently been discov­ 
ered for m aking flour of bananas; chem­ 
ical experim ents show th a t this flour 
contains more nutrim ent than rice. 
T he professor of chemistry* a t tho 
Royal Naval college. Greenwich, Eng., 
believes th a t ho has discovered a method 
of so treatin g sea w ater th a t it will not 
deposit any scale on m arine boilers.

we have established so perfectly and so 
soon, from the m other country. 
Fifty 
years from now the Suburban and our 
other big handicaps will be as well 
known as the 
Derby and of equal 
value and interest. 
We are a pushing, 
combative and gam ing people. 
The 
m ajority bet w ith us, while English 
lim itations turn over to the few the 
prize and price of a good guess of the 
winner. 
The St. Leger run at Doncaster is the 
oldest of all the great stakes, and a 
most interesting affair. 
It was founded 
in 1770, alm ost at the moment when the 
colonies, which are now the United 
States, fram ed their Declaration of In­ 
dependence and started Into war. Three 
years later, In 1779, “the Oaks” was 
first run at Ascot and has been there 
yearly since. 
The one thousand guin­ 
eas and the two thousand guineas at 
N ew m arket were not established until 
1809 and 1810. 
The Derby was first run in 1780, one 
year later than the Oaks and four years 
later than the St. Leger. For some rea­ 
son it became the popular event from 
the sta rt and has continued so ever 
sine©. 
It is only eighteen miles from 
London to Epsom Downs, while It Is 
four tim es th a t distance to alm ost any 
other prom inent race track In England 
w ith the single exception of 
Ascot 
Heath and Sandown. 
Its close proxim­ 
ity to London, the cheap fares and the 
easy access have very much to do with 
bringing four or five hundred thousand 
people to Epsom every year to enjoy a 
day’s outing and see the w inner of tho 
Derby. 
New m arket, Doncaster, Good­ 
wood and the other big places are sixty 
miles away, and it costs tw enty dollars 
to enjoy a day’s outing a t any of these 
places—th a t Is, if you w ant to see the 
races com fortably. 
The thousands go 
free to all these oourses, but the hun­ 
dreds pay the big price. 
Railroad fare, 
the drive across the country of five 
m iles and the tw o dollars and a half en­ 
trance fee make the sport expensive to 
those who are able to pay and cheap to 
the common herd, who are willing to 
travel cheap. 
This much of history and statem ent
